The charge is then 
compressed by the return stroke of the 
piston, which act secures complete car 
burlxation of th» * contained air and re­ 
duces the mixture to the proper condi­ 
tion to 
he kindled by the Igniting 
spark or other source of firing. 
This 
onuses it to explode, or to expand sud­ 
denly and with great effect, and drive 
the piston outward again. 
T he fourth 
stroke, which is the one immediately 
following the explosion, is known as 
the ex haust stroke from the fact that 
the piston, moving back again in the 
cylinder, expels the pri.nlnets of com­ 
bustio n through 
the exhaust 
valve. 
This process completed, the parts are 
in position for a repetition of the proc­ 
ess. the valves for admitting gasoline 
gas to the cylinder being opened again.

A train running at a 
fair rate of speed cannot he stopped in time 
to 


avert an accident. It must follow the rails and cannot turn out to go around 


an unheeding person. Therefore it seems necessary to make it impossib le 


for such a person to got on the track in front 
of a moving train 
without 


knowing the danger he is in. 


Of course the railoads may say that every one knows when he sees a rail 


way track that there may b e trains coming on it and that 
the whistles and 


b ells on the engine surely should b e 
warning enough 
when a train is coming 


and that every one should stay off the rails at these times. 
It is true that 


people do know these things and that they should b e careful, b ut the fact 


has just b een demonstrated that people b ecome cureless and thoughtless. 


No matter how careless they may b e, they are entitled to a right to live and. 


should not suffer death b ecause of their careless neglect. 
There is no one 


arguing that the fault In a case of this sort should b e placed on any one b ut 


the victim, b ut that does not alter the fact that this m a n ’s life was valuab le* 


to himself and his family and that It could have b een saved if ti had not 
been 


so easy for him to get on the track in front of the train. 


Every one is apt to grow careless, Children are especially given to lack 


of appreciation of danger. Pedestrians 
step off the sidewalk ’and walk <11 


rectly in front of automob iles 
and they often do not hear loud 
warning 


signals. 


There are a numb er of very dangerous railroad crossings in Dixon. One 


particularly b ud one is at the Intersection of tin* switch trucks and Galena 


avenue at tin* south end of the b ridge and the intersection of North Galena 


avenue and the Illinois Central tracks is also considerab le of a death trap. 


All the warning that one gets at tin* last mentioned crossing Is the track it 


self, which may b e very easily overlooked b y persons driving that road who 


are unfamiliar with the place. The required sign, put itp b y the 
railroad 


company , warning all who may come that they are ab out to cross a railroad 


track, is there, true enough, b ut a person might go b y it for a y ear without 


seeing it. It is a small iron plate, witli raised letters, plate and letters ab out 


the same color, and the printed side Is placed parallel with the road. 
It is 


square and not much over a foot each way . The sign should b e a large one 


and it should b e at right angles with the road, with the words of warning» 


on b oth sides. Of course, as the Telegraph has suggested several times

r e t a r y of the navy will submit to con­ 
gress at the coming » session tin* most 
comprehensive program for additions 
the the fleet ever forwarded to that 
body now appears to be assured.

Wilson has decided to give his sup 
port to a more progressive policy In 
the upbuilding of the navy along mod­ 
ern lines. 
This means, in the opinion 
of naval authorities, that the general 
board of the navy, the advisory coun­ 
cil created by the head of the de part­ 
ment, and Secretary Daniels will co­ 
operate in the formation of u well 
balanced progr am that will call for 
the construction of more battle ships, 
scouts, repair ships and other subsid­ 
iaries so urgently required by modern 
naval warfare. 
All Naval Bodies to Agree. 


H ereto fore 
the 
secretary 
of 
the 
navy has 
recommended 
a building 
program without regard to the find­ 
ings of the general board. 
Under the 
recent reorganization of the de pa rt­ 
ment it Is regarded highly probable 
that all the agencie« within the s**r 
vice will agree on a program that will 
b<> subm it te d to congress with, the 
support of the secretary, thus dis­ 
arming the little navy men, who In 
the past have quoted the head of the 
d e partm e n t as the principal witness 
In opposition to additions to the fleet 
proposed by the general board. 


Admiral Benson, the new chief of 
operations is the principal military 
advisor of the executive head of the 
department., 
He is likewise a m e m ­ 
ber of the ge neral hoard and a m e m ­ 
ber of the advisory council.
